Attorney Arthur M. Free conducted the 
prosecution and upheld Grant. ' Several 
members of the Law Enforcement league, 
including Stidger, eat In the jury box 
during the trial. 


The conviction, which according to 


local purity leaders, will do more than 
anything to restrain vice in the city, was 
that of John Freitas, who was sentenced 
to three years in the penitentiary by Su- 
perior Judge William Beasley. This was 
the maximum sentence. The court ex- 
pressed regret that the legal limit was 
not greater.

CANNING FRUIT IN GLASS JARS OR 
WAX TOP CANS. 


J. Make a false bottom to fit inside an 


ordinary stove wash-boiler. This bottom 
•may be a piece of heavy wire screen or 
a wooden grating. 


2. Prepare the fruit by peeling, coring, 
and pitting as needed. 


COLD-PACK METHOD. 


3. Pack the fruit as prepared .directly 


into tHe jars or cans. 


4. Complete the' filling of the cans with 


hot water, sugar syrup, or grape syrup. 
Jars should be warmed first to 
avoid 
cracking. 


The fruit will keep equally well which- 
ever liquid is used. The addition or the 
amount of sugar is a matter of taste. It 
can be added later when the fruit is used. 
The usual sugar ' syrup for 
apricots,' 
peaches, plums and berries is made by 
dissolving SVs Ibs. of sugar in a gallon of 
water. Fov apples, pears, quinces, prunes 
and cherries l"4 Ibs. of sugar to the 
gallon is sufficient. 
If neutral 65° grape 


syrup is used, from 5% to 3% Ibs, should 
be used per gallon of water. 


5. Place the full cans or jars with loose 
covers on the false bottom in the wash 
boiler, adding water to about two-thirds 
their heisht. With cans boiling water is 
best; with jars it should be simply warm. 
A second tier may be placed on a wooden 
rack resting on top of the first tier. 


6. Place the cover on the boiler and 
heat 1r> bnilinp'. 
Ttif boilinpr phnuH "on- 


tinue for 20 minutes for apricots, free- 
stone peaches, plums, berries, apples and 
cherries. For pears, cling-stone peaches, 
and unripe fruits, 30 minutes are neces- 
sary to cook the fruit. 


'7. TJie tops of the jars should 
"be 
screwed down tight while still boiling 
hot and placed upside down or lying 
down on a table to cool. Wax-top cans 
should be removed quickly

HOT-PACK METHOD. 


By this method, the fruit after prep- 
aration is cooked in an open pot with the 
water or syrup. When cooked sufficiently 
it is simply ladled while still boiling hot. 
into the cans or jars, which are then 
sealed immediately.

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IN THE NAME OF ECONOMY. 


Economy in the expenditure of public money is 


a commendable trait in a public official. Because 
il is so praiseworthy, it has become a political 
catchword used in and out of season, regardless of 
its applicability to the points at issue. As a cover- 
ing for real motives it may be compared to the 
mantle of charity, which is proverbially elastic. 


- 
The principle of economy was invoked by Com- 


missioner W. H. Edwards,Monday in his explana- 
tion before a crowded lobby in the council cham- 
ber of his reasons for voting for the abolition of 
the Women's Protective Bureau. As the commis- 
sioner of- revenue and finance in charge of the 
city's funds, he has the pre-eminent right to speak 
against carelessness and extravagance in the ad- 
ministration. It may even be claimed that it is> his 
duty so to speak. Whether it was a duty or a 
pleasure, he did not pass it by on this occasion. 


"I stand for economy in the expenditure of the 


people's money," he said, "whether it is a case of 
ten cents or of a hundred thousand dollars. When- 
ever "there is necessity for a defense of-the people's 
interests you have always found Commissioner Ed- 
wards and Mayor Davie risbt on the firinsr linp." 


The word "economy'' happens, however, to have 


41 connotation wider than that implied by the 
honorable commissioner. We would call his atten- 
tion to the most important economy of all, which 
lie seems to have entirely overlooked—the economy 
in human suffering and in human life. The highest 
function which the state ha« to-perform is the pro- 
tection of-its individual units from danger and the 
assurance of the maximum opportunities for the 
enjoyment of life in happiness and liberty. 


There is an ancient adage regarding a policy 


that is penny wise and pound foolish. Did the 
honorable commissioner take into consideration, 
we wonder, the fact that there is no comparison 
possible between the saving of ten cents and the 
saving of a woman's life from the pit of shame 
and degradation? Did he stop to ponder over the 
far-reaching effects which the abolishment of the 
Women's Protective Bureau may have upon the 
destinies of those to whom it has been affording 
assistance? 


The establishment of the bureau, it will be re- 


membered, was the direct result of the awakening 
of the civic conscience by the sad story of a young 
girl's downfall. The Helen Sargent case is still 
fresh in the public memory. It was her death as 
the direct result of The absence of safeguards for 
the young and inexperienced that aroused a public 
demand for rhe protection of "ir]* ;md women from 
the lures and machinations of the unscrupulous. 


To set forth economy as the reason for the abro- 


gation of so important a function of the municipal 
administration is to give no reason at all. Weighed 
in the balance of justice and equity, money is as a 
feather in the scales against a human life, "whether 
it is ten cents or a hundred thousand dollars." 


The abolishment of the bureau will save the cityj 


five thousand dollars a year, it is said. What price 
will the ctmimutiify pay in suffering, pain, humilia- 
tion and fruitless remorse on the part of unfor- 
lunate women who will have to struggle unaided 
against tremendous odds? 


As THE TRIBUNE has already stated, the question
